1 miniſterie of the goſpell gaue the deuill and his oracles 

a great fall in Diocleſius time, and therefore Satan ſtirred that 
tyrant by all meanes to perſecute the Chriſtians : This writerth 
Euſcbius m The oracle of Apollo in Diocleſia tiene gaue anſwere 
out of a hollow caue, and not out of any temple by the miniſtrie 
ofhis prieſtes after the old wonted manner: forthe deuill ſaid that 
iuſti homines in terris, certen iuſt men om the earth were ſuch lets vn- 
to him, that he eoulde not ſpeakeas in former times. Then began 
this tyrantto enquire ho thoſe men were, and his prieſtes an- 
ſwering that they were the Chtiſtians, he ſought after them with 
all his perſecutions: much like to this was the perſecution of He · 
trus Fliſtedius, and e Adolphus, and Larebacbuu, by the popiſn di- 
uines of Colen to ſtay the ſweating ſickneſſe. Attes and mon.

Notwithſtan« 
ofoclin Per. ding the goſpell conſumed them and beat downe theirkingdom

p98, the ſame o author )they murdered the Chriſtias with al the Perſian 
Bartanes or torments thatcould bee deuiſed.
